Quentin Roosevelt, 
son of Col. Theodore Roosevelt, was 
brought down in flames 
during

aerial battle on the Champagne front- 
The report could not be confirmed. 
The newspapers say he was attackv 
ed Sunday by 
a German 
squadron 
while returning from a patrol flight 
on the Chateau-Thierry front. 
He 
suddenly lost control of his machine, 
the reports said, “having probably re ­ 
ceived a mortal wound.” 


Paris, July 17.— (I p. rn.)—As 
a 
whole the new German drive is 
a 
costly failure so far. 
The battel is continuing, but it con­ 
sists only of comparatively local oper­ 
ations along the new fronts created 
by the enemy's initial rush. 
Fighting on these scattered sectors 
is violent, but latest reports indicate 
that the allies are safely 
holding. 
Degeneration of the German effort in­ 
to a series of 
limited 
operations 
proves the failure of the Ludendorff 
style of attack, which necessitates an 
immediate advance of at least eight 
kilometers (five miles) to be effec­ 
tive. 
Nowhere has such an advance 
been accomplished. 
Even the allied 
front positions have been passed only 
with difficulty. 
^ The Germans, balked in their orig­ 
inal intentions are now seeking to 
pinch off Rheims, while their right 
wing is struggling to hold its meagre 
gains on the tablelands south of the 
Marne. 
The enemy must continue his ap- 
narently hopeless 
venture 
in

Champagne, or must cease abruptly 
and begin immediate preparations for 
a drive elesewhere.

unanim ous backing of the com m ittee, 
a poll of m em bers revealed 
today. 
Several m em bers m ade the su g g es­ 
tion that as each individual case of 
profiteering is developed, it be called 
to the attention of the public and the 
governm ent departm ent involved. 
The first step in the
